In  recent  months,  the  Western  New 
England  College  community  lost 
two  great  former  professors,  Henry 
Bazan  and  Robert  Bock.  Both  were 
wonderful  professors  who  gave 
their  heart  and  soul  to  the  College. 
I  met  Professor  Bazan  in  my  first 
week  at  college  when  he  hired  me 
as  an  audio  visual  aids  assistant. 
In  addition  to  being  a  management 
professor  and  football  coach. 
Professor  Bazan  was  instrumental 
in  the  creation  of  the  College's 
audio  visual  aids  department.  A 
plaque  in  his  office  had  a  saying 
that  has  stayed  with  me  since  I  first 
saw  it  in  the  fall  of  1970,  "Drive  and 
determination  lead  to  success." 
Since  I  was  a  government  major,  I 
never  took  any  of  Professor  Bazan's 
classes,  but  I  learned  from  him  one 
of  life's  most  Important  lessons.  I 


learned  that  almost  any- 
thing would  be  possible 
through  hard  work.  I  also 
worked  with  Professor 
Bazan  when  I  was  editor- 
in-chief  of  The  Westerner 
and  publicized  the  football 
club,  which  he  was  also  instrumen- 
tal in  creating.  I'm  not  sure  anyone 
could  top  Coach  Bazan's  enthusi- 
asm for  the  College,  the  Golden 
Bears,  and  his  ability  to  mentor 
the  students. 

Professor  Bock  ran  for  Kansas  lieu- 
tenant governor  before  becoming 
a  Westem  New  England  College 
government  professor.  He  too  was 
enthusiastic  about  the  College  and 
was  a  wonderful  mentor.  He  encour- 
aged his  students  to  think  about  the 
country  and  the  world  and  was 
always  accessible.  I  remember 


Professor  Bock  eating  in 
the  College  dining  hall  many 
times  and  you  could  tell  how 
fond  many  students  were  of 
him.  After  I  graduated  from 
college,  I  wrote  a  book  about 
political  machines  that  Dr. 
Bock  read  and  offered  his  insight 
on  before  it  was  published. 

I  adored  both  professors  who 
inspired  students  over  three 
decades.  They  were  warm,  caring, 
and  among  the  best  at  Western 
New  England  College  and  will  be 
greatly  missed.

GOLDEN  BEAR  FOOTBALL 


HENRY  "HANK"  BAZAN  1935-2005

WHILE  THE  GOLDEN  BEAR  has  come 
to  represent  the  prowess  and  pride  of 
varsit\'  athletics  at  Western  New  England 
College,  for  many  alumni  that  icon  will  forever  repre- 
sent the  spirit  of  one  man — Henry  "Hank"  Bazan. 
Hank  Bazan  came  to  the  Western  New  England 

College  campus  in  1964.  Over 
the  next  three  decades,  he 
touched  the  lives  of  many 
students  as  a  professor  of 
management  and  faculty 
ad\isor  to  the  Management 
Association.  His  dedication 
to  students  was  recognized 
in  1992  with  the  Colleges 
Teaching  Excellence  Award. 

Beyond  teaching.  Hank 
Bazan  had  many  loves  in  his 
life — his  wife  and  children, 
his  church,  his  countr\',  and 
football.  It  was  his  passion 
for  the  game  that  led  him 
to  form  a  club  team  at  the 
College  in  1970. 

With  his  growing  brood 
of  children  cheering  from 
the  sidelines.  Hank  ser\'ed 

Hank's  favorite  motto: 
I  "DRIVE  AND  DETERMINATION 
I        LEAD  TO  SUCCESS" 


was  reflected  in  his  many 
accomplishments. 


as  the  team's  head  coach  from  J 970  until  1979.  His  squads 
compiled  a  38-34-3  record  (52.7%),  which  included  six 
winning  seasons.  Hank  was  selected  the  National 
Club  Sports  Association  (NCSA)  "Coach-of-the-Year" 
in  1974  after  his  Golden  Bears  posted  a  7-1  record.  He 
was  inducted  into  the  DowTies  Hall  of  Fame  in  2000. 

"Hank  was  an  excellent  administrator.  He  inspired 
you  to  go  out  and  try  things  you  didn't  think  you  could. 
And  there  was  always  a  lesson  to  be  had  in  the  process. 


This  was  especially  true  in  putting  the  team  together. 
He  was  as  much  a  part  of  the  football  team  as  we  were. 
Hank  was  committed  to  using  the  team  as  a  w^ay  to  bring 
the  entire  College  together,"  recalled  Gary  Orr  '71,  supervi- 
sor of  manufacturing  control  at  Hamilton  Sundstrand 
and  former  offensive  center  and  defensive  tackle  for  the 
Golden  Bears. 

One  of  Hank's  dreams  was  to  bring  wider  College 
support  for  the  Golden  Bear  mascot.  He  championed 
the  fimding  and  creation  of  the  Golden  Bear  statue  that 
stands  in  the  Leadership  Garden.  He  also  developed 
miniature  replicas  of  the  statue  that  are  given  to  special 
friends  and  supporters  of  the  School  of  Business. 

"If  there  was  one  word  I  would  associate  with  Hank 
it  was  'spirit.'  His  whole  life  on  campus  was  dedicated 
to  bringing  spirit  to  the  College.  It  was  felt  here  over  the 
36  years  he  spent  on  the  campus  and  it  will  continue 
to  be  for  many  years  to  come. 

"His  major  contribution  to  the  institution  was  his 
work  with  students.  He  worked  closely  not  only  with 
his  football  players,  but  also  with  his  advisees.  Over  the 
years,  he  had  a  significant  impact  on  the  curriculum  and 
the  personal  development  of  the  students,  "  said  Stanley 
Kowalski  Jr.,  dean  of  the  School  of  Business. 

Hank  served  in  the  U.S.  Army  Reserv^e  for  30  years 
and  retired  at  the  rank  of  Colonel.  He  also  was  an 
admission  representative  for  the  United  States  Military 
Academy.  That  interest  led  Hank  to  bring  both 
Army  and  Air  Force  ROTC  programs  to  Western 
New  England  College. 

Along  with  his  wife,  Josephine  G'79.  all  four 
of  Hank's  children:  Mary  Bazan  Vollaro  '83,  Anne 
Bazan  Jany  '85,  Stanley  Bazan  '87,  and  Nancy  Bazan 
Fenton  '92/L'95  are  graduates  of  the  College.  His 
legacy  to  teachint!,  at  Western  New  England  College 
lives  on  in  his  daughter,  Mary  Bazan  Vollaro,  associ- 
ate professor  at  the  School  of  Engineering.  ■

IN  THE  BUSINESS  WORLD,  change 
is  good,  but  evolution  is  better,  indeed, 
Change  IVIanagement  is  the  newest  con- 
cept embraced  by  leading  edge  business 
executives.  To  prepare  future  leaders  to 
deal  effectively  with  change,  the  MBA  Program 
at  Western  New  England  College  continues  to 
evolve. 

In  a  new  hybrid  format,  the  part-time  program 
offers  courses  that  meet  on  campus,  exclusively 
online,  or  a  combination  of  both — with  classes 
alternating  one  week  on  campus  and  one  week 
online  to  accommodate  the  schedules  of  busy 
professionals.

The  world  is  driven  by  economics  so  a  good 
part  of  my  job  as  CEO  requires  having  a  firm 
grasp  of  economic  principles." 

Dr.  Harlan  Spotts,  assistant  dean  of  graduate 
studies  and  associate  professor  of  marketing 
at  the  School  of  Business,  is  confident  the  MBA 
at  Western  New  England  College  will  provide 
such  preparation  for  future  graduates.  He  also 
believes  our  program  offers  key  benefits  over 
other  MBA  programs  offered  in  the  region. 


Says  Spotts,  "There's  a  reason  why  we  are  the 
only  private  college  in  the  area  accredited  by 
AACSB.

At  $213  billion  a  year,  sports  are  BIG  business  in  the  U.S.  According  to  the  Sports  Business 
Journal,  the  U.S.  sports  industry  is  "more  than  twice  the  size  of  the  U.S.  auto  industry  and 
seven  times  the  size  of  the  movie  industry."

Chris  Prescott  '01 
NFL  Scouting  Assistant 
Jacksonville  Jaguars 

Like  every  young  boy  who  puts 
on  a  football  helmet,  Chris 
Prescott  dreamed  of  making  it 
big  in  the  NFL — ^first  as  a  player, 
later  as  a  general  manager  Just 
a  year  after  hanging  up  his 
Golden  Bear  jersey,  Prescott 
found  his  dream  job  somewhere 
in  between  as  a  scouting  assis- 
tant for  the  Jacksonville  Jaguars. 

Prescott  made  the  cut  the  same 
way  most  of  our  sport  manage- 
ment graduates  do — ^through 
practical  experience,  networking, 
and  persistence. 

While  every  student  at  the 
College  is  encouraged  to  per- 
form an  internship,  sport  man- 
agement majors  routinely  take 
on  several  to  put  their  resume 
on  the  top  of  the  pile  in  this 
fiercely  competitive  industry. 
Says  Prescott,  "The  College  does 
a  great  job  in  finding  internships 
for  students.  I  worked  for  the 
Springfield  Falcons;  Madison 
Square  Garden;  the  Hartford 
Wolf  Pack;  the  New  England  Sea 
Wolves,  an  arena  football  team; 
and  the  Bridgeport  Bluefish,  a 
minor  league  baseball  team." 


Prescott's  extensive  internship 
experience  helped  open  the 
door  to  the  Jacksonville  Jaguars. 

What's  it  like  to  be  a  young  NFL 
scout?  That's  what  NFL  Films 
wanted  to  know.  Last  fall,  the 
production  company  dedicated 
an  entire  episode  to  Prescott 
as  part  of  a  series  about  the 
behind-the-scenes  look  at  the 
NFL  training  camps.  The  film 
captured  Prescott  in  action 
running  NCAA  players  through 
their  paces. 

Scouting  out  college  players  is 
only  part  of  Prescott's  job.  In  the 
pre-season,  he  spends  much  of  his 
day  "watching  tape"  for  recruit- 
ment or  player  elimination. 

During  the  season,  he  travels 
around  the  country  to  observe 
prospects  in  action  and  attends 
receptions  at  all-star  games, 
such  as  the  Cactus  Bowl  and  the 
Senior  Bowl,  to  "eyeball  them 
physically  and  see  what  they've 
got  between  the  ears." 

He  says,  "You've  got  to  have  a 
demeanor.  You  can't  be  timid  in 
this  game.  You've  got  to  play 
like  somebody's  got  his  hand  in 
your  back  pocket  trying  to  take 
your  money  from  you.  Because,

in  reality,  that's  what  the  player 
coming  up  behind  you  is  trying 
to  do." 

During  spring  training,  the 
coaching  staff  and  scouts  spend 
hours  reviewing  tape  to  see  who 
measures  up.  "We  start  off  with 
88  guys  in  camp.  The  roster  has 
to  get  down  to  53  for  the  sea- 
son," says  Prescott. 

Even  as  an  assistant  scout 
Prescott  is  part  of  the  decision- 
making process.  "We  get  togeth- 
er in  the  staff  room  with  Jack 
Del  Rio,  our  new  head  coach.  We 
go  around  the  room  and  every- 
one says  their  piece.  It  can  get 
pretty  hot  in  the  room,  but  what 
I  appreciate  about  our  organiza- 
tion is  that  you  know  everyone 
has  put  work  into  their  decision 
so  you  respect  their  opinion. 

"That's  exactly  what  they  taught 
us  about  teamwork  in  the  Sport 
Management  program.  We 
learned  how  to  work  in  groups, 
delegate,  and  brainstorm.  Dr. 
Walker  and  Dr  [Daniel]  Covell 
emphasized  the  importance  of 
working  together  to  get  the 
best  possible  finished  product. 
The  decisions  we  make  in  the 
staff  room  show  up  on  the  field 
on  Sunday."

Known  to  players  as  "The 
Sniper"  or  "The  Turk,"  Prescott 
isn't  the  most  popular  guy  in  the 
locker  room.  One  of  his  most 
challenging  responsibilities  is 
telling  players  they  are  being 
cut  from  the  squad. 

"The  toughest  part  about  cut- 
ting someone  is  that  essentially 
you're  saying,  'your  dream  is 
over,'  because  you  don't  know  if 
they  will  get  picked  up  again." 

Prescott  estimates,  "I've  proba- 
bly cut  about  100  guys.  When 
they  see  me  coming  down  the 
hall,  they  know  what  I'm  there 
for.  I  say,  'Come  with  me;  Coach 
wants  to  see  you.  I  need  your 
playbook  and  your  game  plan.' 
One  of  the  hardest  guys  to  cut 
was  Hugh  Douglas,  he  was  a  real 
high  profile,  big  sign  player  who 
just  didn't  pan  out.

Prescott  works  hard  to  retain  his 
objectivity,  "There  are  a  million 
great  people  out  there — but 
they're  not  all  great  football 
players." 

The  best  part  of  his  position  says 
Prescott  is  "having  a  job  that 
allows  me  to  be  around  some- 
thing I've  loved  my  whole  life.

BRADFORD  M.  COHEN  '93  IS  A 
self-described  natural  leader.  "I've 
always  been  the  type  of  person  who 
enjoys  being  in  the  front  of  the  crowd." 

And  he  has  no  regrets  about  any 
decision  he  has  ever  made  or  a  course  of 
action  he  has  taken.  "Each  decision  I've 
made  has  molded  me  into  who  I  am  today. 
I  make  the  move  and  learn  from  it.  Living 
a  life  of  regrets  is  wasted  emotion.  " 

In  fact,  he  doesn't  even  regret  waiving 
his  immunity  from  elimination  that  he 
earned  on  the  hit  NBC  television  program 
The  Apprentice,  a  move  that  prompted 
those  two  words  billionaire  entrepreneur 
Donald  Trump  has  made  infamous — 
"You're  fired." 

The  Apprentice  contestants  are 
assigned  special  projects  by  Trump,  with 
the  most  successful  contestant  wanning  a 
top  post  with  one  of  Trump's  companies 
for  one  year.  Based  on  performance,  one 
contestant  per  week  is  fired  by  Trump 
throughout  the  season. 

Beginning  in  2004,  each  week's  winning 
project  leader  is  exempt  from  being  fired. 
Cohen  was  among  them.  "I  never  needed 
to  be  offered  a  carrot  to  lead.  If  given  the 
opportunity  to  lead,  I  will  take  it.  No  one 
gets  exemptions  in  real  life.  I  still  feel  that 
way.  People  should  be  judged  on  their 
merits  not  freebies,"  Cohen  asserted.

WHILE  HE  HAS  NO  REGRETS, 
Cohen  did  concede  that,  in 
hindsight,  he  would  not  have 
forfeited  his  immunity  because  he  feels 
he  could  have  won  the  top  spot.  Not  only 
is  he  an  attorney,  but  he  is  also  a  success- 
ful real  estate  investor  and  owns  several 
properties  in  Florida.  He  is  also  a  partner 
in  the  Semolina  Bread  Company  of 
Longmeadow,  MA. 

Cohen  may  have  lasted  on  the  program 
for  just  two  episodes,  but  those  two  appear- 
ances were  enough  to  earn  him  a  loyal  fan 
base  and  additional  television  appearances 
and  offers.  He  has  been  interviewed  on 
numerous  television  programs,  including 
Today  and  the  Tonight  Show  with  Jay  Leno; 
is  a  legal  commentator  for  Fox  News  and 
Court  TV;  and  was  offered  a  spot  on  The 
Surreal  Life,  which  he  rejected.  "I'm 
through  with  reality  T\C'  he  said. 
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Cohen  noted  that  intensity  makes  for 
better  and  more  dramatic  reality  televi- 
sion, and  that  Trump  himself  mentioned 
he  overplayed  the  firing  scene.  "He  told  me 
later  he  thought  it  (giving  up  the  exemp- 
tion) was  a  gutsy  move."

COHEN,  WHO  EARNED  a  Bachelor 
of  Science  in  marketing  from 
Western  New  England  College, 
honed  his  marketing  skills  as  a  student  in 
Professor  William  McCarty  s  "Sales  and 
Salesmanship"  class.  The  principles  in  mar- 
keting he  learned  in  that  course,  he  said, 
were  the  ones  he  employed  in  the  ice  cream 
project  Trump  assigned  to  The  Apprentice 
contestants. 

"Professor  McCarty  taught  me  how  to 
sell  and  motivate,  and  get  excited  about 
ideas,"  Cohen  noted.  "I  learned  in  that  class 
that  you  have  to  personalize  yourself  to 
win  over  others.

they  'buy'  the  people  selling  the  products."

of  criminal  justice,  was  also  instrumental 
in  shaping  Cohen's  future  while  he  was  an 
undergraduate  student.

Cohen,  who  was  active  on  campus  in 
student  political  organizations  and  the 
karate  and  lacrosse  teams,  came  back  to 
the  College  for  the  May  21,  2005,  under- 
graduate Commencement  and  shared  his 
Apprentice  experiences  wdth  the  graduates. 
He  focused  his  speech  on  the  rewards  of 
taking  risks.

Law  Enforcement  Graduate 
Rescues  Choking  Child 


IN  MAY  2004,  OFFICER 
Dararith  Ung  of  the  Lowell 
Police  Department  received 
his  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Law 
Enforcement  from  Western 
New  England  College.  Seven 
months  later,  this  12-year  police 
force  veteran  would  be  using  all  of  his 
education  and  training  to  save  the  life 
of  a  three-year-old  child. 

On  a  Saturday  night  in  December 
of  last  year,  Officer  Ung,  responding  to 
a  dispatcher's  call,  arrived  at  a  residence 
to  find  a  frantic  mother  outside  on  the 
driveway  carrying  the  limp  body  of  her 
three-year-old  son.  The  boy  had  choked 
on  something  and  now  he  wasn't  breath- 
ing. "I  was  the  first  officer  who  arrived," 
recalled  Officer  Ung.  "I  quickly  took  over 
and  immediately  started  to  perform  a 
mouth  sweep.  1  could  not  see  or  find 
any  object  in  his  mouth." 

"I  radioed  to  update  the  child's  condi- 
tion with  the  dispatcher  who  in  turn 
informed  the  EMT  who  was  on  his  way," 
Ung  said. 

Ung  then  picked  up  the  boy  and  tried 
to  dislodge  whatever  was  obstructing  his 
windpipe  with  five  Heimlich  maneuvers  in 
rapid  succession  with  no  success.  He  rest- 
ed the  boy  on  the  ground  and  tried  several 
back  blows,  again  with  no  success.  "A  sec- 
ond officer  (Robert  Alvarez)  arrived  and 
he  assisted  me,"  said  Ung.  They  rolled  the 
boy  onto  his  back  and  started  chest  com- 
pressions. After  about  one  minute  of  CPR, 
the  boy's  eyes  rolled  open  and  he  began  to

wheeze,  breathing  very  shallow. 

When  paramedics  arrived  about  a 
minute  later,  they  were  able  to  dislodge  a 
large  "fireball"  type  candy  from  the  boy's 
throat  using  a  small  pair  of  tongs.  He  was 
taken  to  the  hospital  where  his  condition 
was  stabilized. 

Sgt.  James  Trudel  of  the  Lowell  Police 
Department  praised  the  work  of  Ung  and 
Alvarez  whose  quick  actions  and  CPR 
training  were  critical  in  saving  the  child's 
life.  "Those  officers  did  an  exemplary  job 
in  their  duties,"  he  said. 

Dararith  Ung  was  born  and  raised 
in  Cambodia.  He  moved  to  the  United 
States  in  1982.  He  credits  his  education 
at  Western  New  England  College  with 
enhancing  his  work  as  a  patrolman.  He 


will  never  forget  that  night  in  December 
nor  the  gift  he  received  from  seeing  the 
boy  well  with  his  family  a  few  weeks  later. 
"The  child,  Andrew,  and  his  parents  came 
to  the  police  station  to  personally  thank 
us  with  a  Christmas  card  and  other  gifts," 
he  said.  ■ 


The  Communicator  would  also  like  to  recognize 
Officer  Philias  Verrette  Jr.,  of  the  Salem,  MA, 
Police  Department,  who  was  recently  awarded 
the  Medal  of  Valor,  the  highest  award  presented 
to  a  Salem  police  officer  for  bravery  in  the  line 
of  duty.  Patrolman  Verrette  was  honored  for 
saving  the  life  of  a  Mass  Electric  worker  who 
was  in  the  path  of  a  moving  vehicle. 
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HE  COLLEGE'S  MEN'S  SOCCER 
team  added  another  chapter 
to  its  distinguished  history  by 
compiUng  a  16-6-1  record  this  past 
fall  that  was  a  school  record  for 
wins,  breaking  the  old  mark  of  15 
set  in  1975. 

Coach  Erin  Sullivan  also  direct- 
ed his  squad  to  the  regular  season 
Great  Northeast  Athletic  Confer- 
ence (GNAC)  title  \vith  perfect  9-0 
mark,  winning  every  match  by  a 
shutout.  The  Golden  Bears  went 
on  to  win  their  first  GNAC 
Tournament  title  with  victories 
over  Rivier  (4-1),  Norwich  (3-0), 
and  Johnson  &  Wales  (1-0). 

By  winning  the  GNAC  crown. 
Western  New  England  College 
earned  an  automatic  bid  to  its  first 
NCAA  Division  III  Championship, 
but  lost  1-0  to  host  Roger  Williams 
University  in  a  first  round  match. 

The  Golden  Bears  outscored 
their  opponents  by  a  60-15  margin 
during  the  season  and  compiled  a 
school  record  of  14  shutouts  that 
was  12th  nationally  among 
Division  III  teams.  WTien  the  final 
polls  came  out,  the  Golden  Bears 
were  voted  seventh  in  the  National 


Soccer  Coaches  Association  of 
America  (NSCAA)/ Adidas 
Division  III  New  England  Poll. 

A  pre-season  trip  to  Europe  in 
August  played  a  key  role  in  the 
team's  success,  according  to  the 
players  and  coaches. 

Not  only  did  the  Golden  Bears 
get  an  opportunity  to  play  six 
matches  against  older,  more  expe- 
rienced club  teams  in  The  Nether- 
lands, Italy,  and  Switzerland,  team 
members  served  as  goodwill 
ambassadors  for  the  College  and 
U.S.  collegiate  soccer. 

"We  enjoyed  competing  against 
top-level  European  clubs,  and  I 
believe  the  experiences  we  had  in 
terms  of  cultural  exchange,  global 
education,  and  team  building  were 
invaluable  for  our  student-athletes," 
said  Sullivan  who  was  voted  the 
GNAC  Coach-of-the-Year  "One  of 
my  foremost  goals  since  I  joined 
the  program  was  to  take  our  first 
recruiting  class  on  an  overseas  trip. 
We  are  fortunate  to  have  had  the 
unparalleled  support  of  our  athletic 
administration,  soccer  alumni,  and 
fiiends  and  family  to  help  make  this 
dream  a  reality."

AS  THE  MAYOR  OF 
the  "Immigrant 
City,"  IVIichael 
Sullivan  78  oversees 
the  governmental  operations 
and  budgets  of  Lawrence,  MA, 
an  urban  city  with  a  popula- 
tion of  about  70,000  rooted  in 
a  long  history  of  industry  and 
manufacturing. 

His  responsibilities  to  the  City 
of  Lawrence,  however,  do  not 
prevent  Sullivan  from  return- 
ing to  his  alma  mater  on 
Alumni  Day. 

On  April  6,  2005,  Sullivan

Our  Campus  Landmarks

WHEN  YOU  HEAR  NAMES 
such  as  Sleith,  LaRiviere, 
Emerson,  Churchill,  Rivers, 
D'Amour,  and  others,  you  are  likely  to  think 
of  a  location  on  campus  where  you  studied, 
participated  in  athletics,  took  classes,  or 
met  with  friends  for  lunch.  The  Colleges 
buildings  and  playing  fields  are  more  than 
simply  locations  on  campus.  They  honor 
the  generosity  and  history  of  alumni,  faculty, 
staff,  and  friends  of  Western  New  England 
College.  We  are  pleased  to  share  with  you 
the  history  of  how  some  of  the  names  of 
buildings  have  come  to  be. 

Emerson  Hall  was  built  in  1959  as  the 
first  academic  building  on  campus.  It  was 
originally  called  East  Building  because  of 
its  location  on  the  east  side  of  campus.  In 
1970,  the  building  was  renamed  Emerson 
Hall  to  honor  Robert  R.  Emerson  '23  who 
served  as  the  first  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  Also  in  1959,  construction  began 
on  the  administration  building,  home  to 
the  cupola,  which  has  become  an  icon  of 
the  College.  In  1989  the  building  was  offi- 
cially named  for  benefactor  Joseph  J. 
Deliso  Sr. 

Churchill  Library  was  completed  in 
1962.  It  was  named  to  recognize  the 
Colleges  first  president,  John  D.  Churchill. 
In  1988,  the  College  reopened  Churchill  Hall 
as  the  home  of  the  School  of 
Business.  Today  it  also  houses 
the  Office  of  Information 
Technology. 

West  Hall  was  constructed 
in  1964,  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees  voted  to  rename  it 
Herman  Hall  in  honor  of 
Beaumont  A.  Herman,  the 
second  president  of  the 
College. 

As  a  former  student  and 
trustee,  D.  Joseph  St.  Germain 
funded  several  College  proj- 
ects, all  of  which  were  cen- 
tered on  student  develop- 


ment. The  St.  Germain  Campus 
Center  was  completed  in  1966.  In 

1982  St.  Germain  also  provided 
funding  for  its  expansion. 

The  growing  athletics  pro- 
gram resulted  in  the  construction 
of  the  Rivers  Memorial  Physical 
Education  Building  in  1973, 
which  was  also  donated  by  St. 
Germain  and  named  in  honor 
of  his  mother,  Adeline  Rivers.  St. 
Germain  then  funded  the  acqui- 
sition of  land  for  Supernant  Field, 
named  for  his  grandmother, 
Harriet  Supernant. 

The  need  for  a  building  to  house  engi- 
neering and  science  classrooms,  laborato- 
ries, and  faculty  offices  soon  became  appar- 
ent. Sleith  Hall,  a  major  gift  from  College 
benefactor,  alumnus,  and  trustee  WUliam  H. 
Sleith  '44/H'80,  was  constructed  in  1973. 

The  S.  Prestley  Blake  Law  Center  opened 
in  1978.  Blake,  cofounder  of  Friendly  Ice 
Cream  Co.  and  local  philanthropist,  helped 
the  College  relocate  the  School  of  Law  onto 
the  main  campus  from  rented  facilities  at 
the  former  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  School  on 
Tinkham  Road. 

DAmour  Library  was  constructed  in 

1983  with  the  main  staircase  built  to  form  a 
"Y"  in  recognition  of  Big  Y  Supermarkets, 

the  company  founded  by 
brothers  Gerald  and  Paul 
DAmour.  In  addition  to 
many  other  benefactors  of 
the  College,  the  D'Amour 
brothers  attended  classes  at 
Northeastern  University — 
Springfield  Division,  the 
College's  predecessor. 

In  the  early  1990s,  the 
College  embarked  on  the 
largest  fundraising  project 
in  its  history.  The  $10  mil- 
lion Alumni  Healthful 
Living  Center  includes  a 
field  house,  pool,  wellness 


areas,  and  meeting  locations.  The  College 
named  the  Center  for  its  largest  number  of 
supporters — its  alumni.  The  building  was 
officially  dedicated  in  1993. 

For  decades,  alumnus,  trustee,  local 
banker,  father,  and  friend  Alfred  A. 
LaRiviere  '51/H'95/H'01  has  dedicated  his 
time  and  financial  resources  to  the  College. 
In  appreciation  for  his  many  contributions 
and  commitment  to  his  alma  mater,  the 
College  recognized  his  numerous  gifts  by 
naming  The  LaRiviere  Living  and  Learning 
Center  for  him  and  his  family.  "LaRiv,"  as 
students  fondly  refer  to  the  building,  com- 
bines residence  facilities  and  computer  ori- 
ented classroom  space. 

In  2004,  the  George  E.  Trelease  Memorial 
Baseball  Park  was  dedicated  in  memory  of 
the  father  of  trustee  Brian  Trelease  '67/G'72, 
former  chairman  of  the  D.J.  St.  Germain 
Company,  Inc.  ■
